While Mrs. Soldz and the children 
were in the flames on the third floor, 
her father, M. Shickman, was batter- 
ing with his fists at the second-story 
rear door. He heard the cries of his 
daughter and grandchildren, but when 
he broke a panel of the door, the flames 
and smoke burst out and kept him 
‘fron: making a further attempt to enter. 
Had he got in, he would not have been 
able to ascend the stairway, up which 
the flamés then were roaring.

MEDIATORS BEGIN 
FORMAL SESSIONS 
FOR MEXICO PEACE 


Minister Suarez Absent, but 
Formal Negotiations Are 


Taken Up at 3 P. M. in 


Spite of This—Early Hours 


Devoted to Formalities and 
Official Calls. 


Elimination of Huerta Ex- 
pected to Be the First Pro- 
posal in Effort to Bring 
About Peace Settlement 
With Mexico. 


Anxiety Concerning Vice- 
Consul Silliman Increases 
and Bryan Would Send 
Man to Find Him if He Is 
Dead.

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., May 19.-— 
—The South American mediators and 
the representatives of the United States 
and the Huerta Government began at 
® o’clock the first formal conference 
looking to a settlement of the Mexican 
problem. Rules of procedure and pre- 
liminary organization of the mediation 
proceedings were discussed. 

Huerta’s delegates, earlier in the day 
called on the diplomatic representatives 
of Argentine, Brazil and Chile, who 
will adjust, if they can, the troubled 
conditions in Mexico. 

No sooner, had the Mexican repre- 
sentatives departed than Justice Lamar 
and F. W. Lehmann, delegates on be- 
half of the United States, made their 
formal call and this opened the way 
for the first session of the mediation 
conference. Minister Suarez of Chile 
had not arrived in time to meet the 
delegates, who were received by Ambas- 
sador de Gama and Minister Naon of 
Argentine. 

May Be Extended Delays. 

No one of the mediators would hazard 
an opinion as to the probable duration 
of erence. They were optimist- 
ic, but made it plain that they were not 
in position as yet to know what to 
expect. 

The question of the elimination of 
Huerta was believed to be paramount 
in the minds of the mediators but it was 
realized by those closely in touch with 
the situation that solution of this prob- 
lem would depend largely on the nature 
of the powers conferred on the Mexican 
delegates. vn the event that these 
powers were plenary it was thought 
that the question could then be ap- 
proached with directness, as one of the 
first propg@sals to be submitted. If the 
Mexican fepresentatives were under in- 
structions to refer the suggestions of 
the mediators to the Mexican capital 
for final decision, immediate settlement 
would be delayed. 

In the latter event the Mexican repre- 
sentatives would conduct their negotia- 
tions on the same basis as the Amer- 
ican delegates, whd are known to be 
under instructions to report all issues 
which arise to the’ Washington Govern- 
ment for final determination. While 
Justice Lamar and Lehmann have been 
provided with almost instantaneous 
telephone connection with the White 
House and the office of Secretary Bryan 
over private wires, manned at each end 
by a confidential operator, the Mexicans 
must resort to cable communication, 
subject to delays and interruptions in 
the service which the disturbed condi- 
tions in Mexico have caused. 

If the Carranza forces should be suc-

Sixty-Four Negroes and Probably 
100 Indians Reported Killed 
in Guatemala Fight.

story of a race riot reported to have 
occurred on one of its plantations in 
Guatemala in which it is reported 64 
negroes and probably 100 Indians were 
killed. 

Smoldering race hatred of. the native 
Indians for negroes, inflamed by one of 
the negroes, Clarence Williams, win- 
ning the Indian girl, Nazada, from her 
father at dice and his refusal to sell 
her back to a native, is reported to have 
been the cause of the trouble. The story 
came to New Orleans by mail. 

The girl, it is reported, was taken to 
the shanty of the American negro. 

Halfbreed Wanted the Girl. 
As the story goes, Christogo Zurello, 


May 20.—The 


.ja half-breed boss of a neighboring farm, 


had wanted Nazada as a wife for his 
son and entered into negotiations with 
the negro. He offered him 30 pesos: for 
the girl. The negto refused. 

Soon after Williams left for his 
work Saturday, May 9, three men ap- 
peared at the shanty. It.is said they 
were Zurello. a peon named Pedro 
and a haif-breed. Williams had oe- 
casion to go to the shanty a few hours 
later. Tied to a nearby tree was his 
Indian girl; mutilated with knives. 
Just before she died she told him who 
had assailed her. Arming himself. 
Williams, it is declared, began a 
search for Zurello, found him and 
shot him to death, and then killed 
Pedro and the half-breed. 

Fighting Kept Up All Night, 

All that’ night there was fighting 
between the negroes and Indians. 

Religious seryices were held in a 
little church as usual the next morn- 
ing. When the Indians came from 
the church the negroes were enmazsed 
nearby and opened fire on them. Wh- 
liams and 12 of his followers were 
killed. Many Indians were killed. 
Fighting was kept up for"nmahy days 
and according to ‘the story reaching 
here, the bodfes of 64° hegrfoes were 
found. Just how many Indians were 
killed probably will never be known.

In compliance with an order of the 
United States Court, Judge Reynolds 
computed the value of the Missouri- 
iidison shares at the time of its con- 
solidation with other electric companies 
in 19038 to form the Union Electric Light 
& Power*Co. and made his award to 
the plaintiffs, Morgan Jones and others, 
on the Federal Court’s ruling that the 
Missouri-Edison stock was worth 43 per 
cent of ‘the total valuation of the syn- 
dicate resulting from the merger. 

Judge Reynolds found that the total 
value of the Missouri-Edison stock put 
into the syndicate was $2,202,.362.05 and 
that of this amount the plaintiffs were 
owners of stock valued at $380,383.92. 

From this he deducted $65,000 for at- 


torneys’ fees and $6,178.59 for the other 
expenses, leaving the amount to which 
hé declares the plaintiffs to be entitled. 

All of the plaintiffs were holders of 


preferred Missouri-Edison stock. Judge 
Reynolds decided that the value of this 
preferred. stock at the time. of the con- 
solidation was $73.41 a share. The inter- 
est on each: share at 6 per cent was 
34.40 a year: With this inteftest added 
for the period of nearly 11. years, in 
which the suit was in Htigation, he 
found that the value of each share was 
increased to $119.3. On this basis he 
made the award, with the understanding 
that attorney's fees and other expenses 
were to be deducted from the judgments 
awarded to the plaintiffs.

EL PASO, Tex., May 2%.—Desperate 
fighting undoubtedly is in progress be- 
fore Saltillo, but the wires direct fro:a 
the front, silent probably at Gen. Villa's 
order, have brought no details of the 
engagements. Whether Villa has 
crashed his way through the outer de- 
fenses of the Federal. stronghold and 
now is knocking on the gates of Sal- 
tillo itself or whether a desperate de- 
fense of the positions north of the town 
have sufficed to check for a time the 
rebels’ advance is in doubt. 

A dispatch from Isido Fabela, Acting! 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in the Con: 
stitutionalist government,, to the Con- 
stitutionalist junta here said that Villa 
had engaged and decisively defeated a 
force of 5000 Federals at Paredon, in- 
flicting heavy casualties, capturing 800 
prisoners, several machine guns, 600,- 
000 rounds of ammunition and other 
valuable’ munitions of war. Two Fed- 
eral Generals were among those sald to 
have been killed. 

Gen. Carranza and his staff, among 
whom was Fabela, returned to Du- 
rango late Monday night from Som- 
brerete, Zacatecas. It is regarded here 
as possible that the news contained in 
the dispatch may have been sent @s a 
wire from the front some days ago. 
The mention of the engagement of 
5000 troops at Paredon has proved a 
puzzle to men here who have followed 
the campaign closely. The first serious 
engagement of the advance on Saltillo 
reporte to hadve occurred near that 
point Friday, when 300 men of the 
Zaragoza. brigade under Gen. Raoul 
Madero surprised and scattered a Fed- 
eral force of 400. Madero then was re- 
ported to have occupied the town. of 
Paredon. The Federal garrison was 
said later to have retired to Ramos 
Arispe, six miles north of Saltillo, after 
cutting the railroad line from Paredon 
as they retreated. 

This is the last direct news of the 
campaign to reach here from the front, 
although other minor skirmishes were 
rumored. It is possible that the news 
from Fabela may be an exaggerated 
account of the first Paredon engage- 
ment.

Marvels at Shower of American Dollars Which

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Describes Routine aid

VERA CRUZ, May %.—While watch- 
fully waiting for teal news you may 
be interested in the life of a city for 
#00 years Spanish and Mexican and 
now, during the last month, American. 

In Vera Cruz the day begins early, 
so early that those troubled with in- 
sOmnia should keep away, especially 
from the main plaza, on which face both 
the Hotel Diligencias, where most of the 
civilifan Americans live. New arrivals 
have suggested that for a city .where 
nobody was diligent, one hotel of that 
name would be sufficient. It was then 
explained that the “diligence” meanty 
was the kind which once started from 
these hotels, drawn by six mules. 

These hotels surround two sides of 
the plaza, and those living in them 
never sleep. The plaza is very small— 
not 80 yards across—and in the center, 
surrounding a bandstand, is a grove of 
laurel trees. These have been inhabit- 
ed by black birds since the days of 
Montezuma. They own the plaza. Ali 
night they fight, chirp, whistle and 
mak every noise of which birds are cas! 
pable except crowing and saying ‘Polly 
wants a cracker.” 

Day Has Ita Noises, Too. 

At sunrise, when the birds become 
silent from exhaustion, chanticleers in 
the form of newsboys burst into the 
plaza shrieking the breakfast editions 
of “El Dictamen.”’ They are followed by 
the clanging of the bells of the cathe- 
dral calling the faithful to first ange- 
lus, and the bugles of the infantry 
sounding first call for reveille and 
breakfast call. 

By that time the city surrenders and 
awakes. The business hours are from 
§ to il o’clock, and for the next four 
hours from 11 to 3 o’cleck the city again 
slumbers—this time in earnest, The 
shops, banks, commigsion house offices 
and steamship lines all close their shut- 
ters and lock their doors. 

And yet Vera Cruz is strictly a city 
of business and shops. It is not a city 
of homes and residences. No one not .A 
business in Vera Cruz lives there. The 
reasons for this is geographical. If you 
walk south you walk into the gulf. If 
you walk anywhere else you walk into 
sandhills. 

Vera Cruz has no environs, no suburbs 
and no communities. The people dweli 
over their shops or warehouses ani 
spend their time, when not sleeping, 
either leaning on a balcony. looking 
down into the street and chatting witn 
neighbors on either side or in a patio 
hidden by outer walls. There is a long 
avenue of grass and palms where, in 
the afternoons, citizens might drive, but 
efter going to a great expense in laying 
out this really beautiful alameda, they 
paved one side of it with cobbles as 
large as six inch cannon balls, over 
which to pass even on rubber tires is 
terture. ‘Su the social life of Vera Cruz 
i; limited. For women it appears to be 
leaning Over a balcony or attending 
mass. For the men it ts sitting on the 
s:dewalk sipping fruit syrups. 

Navy and Army Busy. 

The life of the invaders is hardly 
more exciting. The officers of the army 
and navy have duties here as anywhere 
else. It is seldom one sees them idle. 
They keep to the ship or to the bar- 
racks, and only at night, when the regi- 
mental bands play ¢n the plaza, will you 
see an Official of ficld rank; officers 
of the higher rank of the navy seem 
never to leave their ships. 

But of juniors there are enough to 
crowd all the tables, and of bluejackets 
and soldiers on leave there are thousands 
At 6 o'clock the liberty men begin to 
swarm the city. Their clean white duck 
give the hot streets a holiday air. They 
crowd the markets, the cafes, the canti- 
nas and the plazas in columns of four. 
‘They barricade the narrow sidewalks. 


Where their money comes from is a} 


constant wonder. They always are buy- 
ing something or have bought some- 
thing—for preference, watermelons, pind 
apples and post cards. In every other 
way they are making the territory cap- 
tured rich. If Tampico knew of thé

| JUDGE KIMMEL FREES 


BARONESS “BAB” 
TELLS IN PRIVATE 
OF LOVE SUIT 


Declares Michael J. Hurley, Rich 
St. Louisan, Proposed, Was 
Accepted and Kissed Her. 


NBW YORK, May 2%.~In a _ secret 
hearing held behind closed doors in the 
offices of MeCombs, Ryan & Gordon at 
% Broadway yesterday the Baroness 
Ursula Barbara von Kallnowski of 
Wiesbaden, Germany, who resides at 
Ninety-sixth street and Riverside drive, 
New York, said that Michael J. Hurley. 
a wealthy St. Louisan, whom she is 
suing for breach of promise, paid devot- 
ed attention to her. She also produced 
two letters and a cablegram, which 
were read into the records. 

The letters, it was said, contained ma- 
terial supporting her claim and bear 
the signature “James.’’ Counsel for Mr. 
Hurley insisted the letters were formal, 
one of them declining an invitation to 
Ginner at the hotel in Paris where the 
Baroness was stopping. The cablegram, 
he said, simply contained congratula- 
tians on the safe arrival of the Baron- 
ess in Europe. Her examination will 
again go on today in the law offices. 

Cited for Refuaal to tTleatify. 

The Baroness is loath to have her 
depositions become public and for that 
reason she refused to answer questions 
Monday afternoon before United States 
Commissioner Gilchrist. Then Commis- 
sioner Gilchrist ruled she would have 
to appear before Judge Julius Mayer 
when the matter of her declination to 
testify in open court wo.ld be threshed 
out. 

When the Baroness swept into Judge 
Mayer’s court yesterday she was attired 
in a purple velour suit trimmed. with 
gray plush, .a black hat with feathers, 
a white lace waist, suede pumps and 
In her ears she Wore heavy 
gold rings. She was accompanied by 
her counsel, George E. Fleming. W. 
Christy Bryan of St. Louis represented 
Mr. Hurley, who was not present. Her 
counsel told the Judge that in demand- 
ing a public hearing Mr. Hurley sought 
to ascertain facts in her- possession. so 
as to provide a defense to her $2,500,000 
suit for damages. She did not propose, 
she said, to lose any vantage point. Be- 
sides, she did not wish to made a tar- 
get for the curious, especially the ‘‘hor- 
rid reporters.’’ She said that if the hear- 
ing were ordered held in private she 
would not object, especially if a “tal- 
ented German interpreter’ was provid- 
ed.’ The Baroness spéaks English well. 

The Baroness talked freely with a 
stout, dark-visaged man. He proved 
to be Otto Hartman, who has been 
sworn as a witness for the Baroness, 
but has not testified. 

Advised Private Henring. 

After Commisisoner Gilchrist had con- 

sulted with Judge Mayer, who advised 


| that the Baroness tell her story private- 


ly in the presence of a court clerk, all 
hands departed for the offices of the 
law firm whose head is William F. Mc- 
Combs, chairman of the National Demo- 
cratic Committee, 

In her complaint the Baroness alleges 
she met Hurley at Wiesbaden, that he 
proposed marriage at the Continental 
Hotel, Paris, in the presence of her 
mother and brother, Heinrich, at which 
time he kissed her, she says. She spent 
$100,000 in preparation for her wedding, 
and adds that Hurley “appeared loving 
and affectionate toward me and I be- 
lieved our love was mutual.” 

She alleges also that she was induced 
by Hurley to come to New York and 
that he dodged her here. She says she 
has been héld up to scorn and ridicule 
as a jilted woman chasing a man over 
two continents. 

Hartman is to testify to a meeting at 


"ithe Waldorf-Astoria between the Baron- 


ess and Hurley. The depositions will 
then be sealed and sent to the United 
States District Court in St. Louis, where 
the action will be tried.

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THEY EXPERIENCE 


Legal Topics Discussed, Support 
to. Federal Reserve Board 
Pledged, at Convention. 


Missouri bankers held an experience 
meeting Wednesday at their annual con- 
vention at the Olympic Theater, and 
told of the troubles they got into by 
answering letters of inquiry as to ‘the 
solvency of persons in their com- 
munities. 

Frequently, 
sot back to the person about whom it 
Was given, causing considerable em- 
barrassment both for the bank and the 
person. 

William McC. Martin, 
cf the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., who 
led the discussion of legal topics, ad- 
vised the. bankers that the law gave 
them the right to furnish such informa- 
tion on request. He said banks should 
disclaim responsibility for, such informa- 
tion, as it should be furnished merely 
as an opinion on a person’s solvency, 

Legal Topics Discussed. 

Bankers said they had given such 
opinions in confidence and many times 
had been embarrassed by finding their 
confidence had been betrayed. 

Other legal topics discussed were in- 
terest notes and accounts o/ minors. 

In referring to problems that arise 
from handling accounts of minors, 
Martin advised the bankers to keep 
away from that kind of business in 
all cases where the minor has not a 
properly appointed guardian. Domes- 
tic relations he declared to be the 
most complicated and difficult part 
of our law, and he added that every 
banker who accepted the account of 
a minor was taking chances. 

A delegate asked the speaker 
whether it was safe to take the ac- 
count of a minor who happened to 
be a married man. Martin said the 
mere fact the minor was married. did 
not simplify the problem. 

Bede Makes Bankers Laugh. 

J. Adam Bede, former Congressman 
from Minnesota, with a reputation as 
a humorist, got several laughs at the 
beginning of his address on “The 
Problems of Progress.’ Referring to 
Martin's statements about minors, 
Bede said he had always understood 
that if a minor said he was 21 years 
old, and looked the part, and a sa- 
loon keeper sold him a drink = the 
saloon keeper was immune from 
prosecution. He couldn’t see, he said, 
why a banker wasn't as good as a 
saloon keeper. 

Then he told of a banker who face- 
tiously told a new depositor that the 
bank would always try to make the 
depositor’s interest its interest. From 
that he went into an-enlargement of 


j the theme that. problems have greatly

Felix Lawrence Prepares Table 
Showing it Is Easier to In- 
voke Legislation.

RECALL AN ADDED FEATURE! 


Provision Allowing Petitioners’ 
Committee to Prevent Elec- 
tion Is Defended. 


An analysis of the initiative and ref- 
erendum provisions of the pro,osed new 


city charter, to demonstrate their ad- 


vantages over similar provisions of the 
present charter, has been made by Felix 
Lawrence, chairman of the Charter 
Campaign Committee of the Chouteau- 
Lindell Improvement Association. 

The comparison was made especially 
to show the weakness and fallacy ot 


the arguments made against the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall provisions 
of the new charter by Sheridan Web- 
ster, secretary of the People’s League, 
and John P. McDonough of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union. Lawrence, 
as a member of the People’s League, 
aided in the circulation of initiativé pe- 
titions two years ago, which failed be- 
cause an insufficient number of signa- 
tures was obtained. 

Webster and McDonough declared the 
initiative and referendum provisions of 
the new charter were a fake because 
the number of registered voters, in- 
stead of the actual vote cast, was used 
as the basis of percentages. Lawrence, 
on investigation, found that there were 
160,722 registered voters on the books in 
April, 1913, and that 122,638 votes actual- 
ly were cast in the election. 


New Charter Advantage. 

Lawrence compiled the following 
tables to show the striking advantage 
of the new charter:

Under the old charter a three-fifths 
majority is required for the adoption of 
charter amendments, but under the new 
charter an amendment may be adopted 
by a majority vote. Lawrence: points 
out that the initiative and referendum 
are not only much more easily used, but 
that the new charter will be much more 
easily amended than the old. If’ any 
provision of the new charter is found to 
be unsatisfactory the initiative can b: 
used to bring about an election for an 
amendment. 

Advantage in. Workability. 

The analysis which Lawrence mad:z 
shows that an advantage of 70 per cent 
on the average, in workabilitiy, is found 
in the new charter. In addition to the 
initiative and referendum, the new char- 
ter has:a recall provision, which the old 
charter has not. 

“If we compare the two charters in 
another way,’’ said Lawrence, “by re- 
versing the order and assuming that 
we were operating under the new char- 
ter and it was proposed to substitute 
the old charter for it, we would find 
that the old charter would make it 144 
per cent more difficult to invoke the 
initiative for a general election and 190 
per cent for a special election. For the 
referendum it would be 74 per cent more 
difficult under the old charter for a 
general election, and 62 per cent for a 
special election. The average would be 
167 per cent more difficult for the in- 
itiative, and 68 per cent for the refer- 
endum, and 47 per cent for charter 
amendments. This would make an av- 
erage for the three provisions of 94 per 
cent.

“Webster objects to the initiative pro- 
vision which allows four of the com- 
mittee of five representing the petition- 
ers to prevent an, election by stating 
in writing that an election is not nec- 
essary.

Chartered by Henry VIII, Its 
History Is Story of Britain’s

LONDON, May 20.—The 400th year of 
the foundation of Trinity House, the 
world-famous corporation of Master 
Mariners, chartered on May 20, 1514, by 


Henry VIII, was celebrated today. 
At the time of its chartering, the or- 
ganization was described as the guild 
or fraternity of the Most Glorious and 
Undividahle, Trinity of St. Clement. Its 
founder was Sir Thomas Spert; com- 
mander of the famous battleship Harry 
Grace de Dieu and comptroller of the 
navy. At. first the guild was mainly 
concerned with supplying. pilots for the 
ships ‘entering and leaving Deptford 
Royal Dock Yard, but Henry VIII in- 


ke, Relhve cine ba se athe gra 
creased its prestige by handing over to 


the corporation the entire direttion” of 
that dock yard. .— 
Queen Elizabeth intrusted the carpora- 
tion with what constitutes its chief mod- 
ern duty by giving it authority to erect 
beacons and other marks for the guid- 
ance of navigators around the English 
coasts. These duties have been carried 
out by Trinity House ever since, and it 
has always led the world in the matter

Purposes Longest Trip of His 
Career in Interest of Pro- - 
gressive Party. 


HAS HIS OLD-TIME VIGOR 


Colonel Will Visit New York To- 
Morrow and Confer With 
Perkins and Others. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., May 2.— 
T'welve hours after Theodore Roosevelt 
returned from South America he was 
in the thick of politics. He was up 
early and after breakfast he was hard 
at work picking up the threads where 
he dropped them seven months ago. 

Col. Roosevelt, it was learned today, 
luoks forward to one of the hardest 
pelitical campaigns of his career. Out- 
side of his trip to Spaii: for the wed- 
ding of his son, Kermit, he expects to 
devote to politics most of his time until 
November. Already a tentative pla. 
of action has been mapped out. 

Col. Roosevelt’ has in mind one of the 
longest campaign trips he ever has 
made, taking him from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific and there will be several 
shorter trips in nearby states. 

By 9 o’clock today he -was in his 
library, a large quiet room on the 
ground floor of the house on Sagamore 
Hill. He paced the floor and dictated 
letters and telegrams at top speed to 
the stenographer whom he had sum- 
moned from New York. His desk was 
piled high with messages from all parts 
ot the world inquiring as to his health 
and informing him of political condi- 
tions. 

To Launch Progressive Battle. 

Col. Roosevelt has mapped out a pro- 
gram for the 10 days before he sails 
for Europe. His desire is to get back 
in touch with the affairs of the Pro- 
gressive party in all parts of the coun- 
try and help to start the machinery for 
the coming campaign. 

Before he left South America he ar- 
ranged by cable for conferences with 
Progressive party leaders. George W. 
Perkins of New York, chairman of the 
National Executive Committee, and O. 
K. Davis of Washington, secretary of 
the committee, are expected at Saga- 
more Hill today. 

The Wilson administration’s attitude 
in the controversy with Colombia over 
the Panama Canal was criticised today 
by Col. Roosevelt. He objected strong- 
ly to the payment of what he termed 
‘“‘blackmail’’ to Colombia. 

‘In submitting to this,’’ he said, "‘it 
‘s just as though some future President 
of the United States should apologize 
to thé successor of Huerta for the seiz- 
ure of Vera Cruz. As for the payment 
of $25,000,000 to Colombia’’—here the Colo- 
nel threw up his hands—‘‘well, that is 
unthir .atle.”’ 

Opnosed to Canal Tolls. 

Col. Rovsevelt expressed himself as 
strongly opposed to the repeal of the 
law for the exemption of American 
coastwise ships from payment ef Pan- 
ama tolls. He said he thought it per- 
fectly right to arbitrate the question 
if the rights of the country to grant 
exemption were questioned, but he de- 
eclared that to yield the point unequiv- 
ocally without arbitration was inde- 
fensible, as he was convinced the Unit- 
ed States was within its rights in free- 
ing coastwise ships from payment of 
tolls. 

When he goes to Washington next 
week, Col. Roosevelt said, he will be 
ready to refute statements of Henry 
Savage Landor of England, and others, 
who have expressed doubt as to the cor- 
rectness of his statement that he had 
discovered a great river in the wiles of 
South America. 

“The river is still 
Colonel, with a laugh. “It was not like 
climbing an unexplored mountain. or 
going to the North Pole, for such ex- 
peditions leave no trace which are there 
+ year later.’ But nobody is going to 
roll up that river and carry it off. Any- 
body can go down there and see it for 
himself. I will give him the address of 
the owner of a rubber plantation who 
will furnish rivermen for the trip. The 
lower third of the river is easily navi- 
gable, and anyone who doubts the ex- 
istence of that river may go down and 
see for himself.” 

Explains Melien's Visit. 

Referring to the testimony in Wash- 
ington yesterday of Charles S. Mellen. 
former president of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartfore Ratiroad, Col. Roose- 
velt said that when Mr. Mellen came to 
him to discuss. the merging of the New 
Haven with the Boston & Maine, he 
told: hint be would have ne objection 
provided the merger came within the 
law. He said be sent Mr. Mellen to 
Franklin K. Lane, ther of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, for information 
on that point. 

“But I told Mr. Meller that if the 
merger were mace in violation of the 
law he must not come back.”’ 

Col. Roosevelt spoke and gestured 
with his old-time vigor. The only 
change in his appearance was due 
to his loss of weight. His face was 
seamed with lines which had no? 
heen there before and the belt of his 
old tan riding suit, which he resur- 
rected for the celebration of his 
home-coming, was drawn in three or 
four inches beyond the notch which 
measured his girth before he de- 
cide@ to explore the jungies.. 

The Colonel will go to his editorial 
office in New York tomorrow morn- 
ing and will pass most of the day in 
meeting political agsociates. He will 
confer with the New York Stite 
leaders.

After the 
shooting Mrs. Havener locked the doors 
of the flat and, armed with a revolver, 
stood off policemen for more than five 
hours, threatening to shoot anyone who 
tried to arrest her. 

Mrs. Havener is held at the Magno- 
lia Avenue Station. She surrendered 
to the besieging policemen at 9 p..m. 
Tuesday on advice of her sister, Mrs. 
«lice Thorp of 3000A Rutger street. 

Separated From Husband, 

She at first denied that it was she who 
fired the shots at Phelan, but she ad- 
mitted it afte: Mrs. ida Hammer, who 
lives in the flat above her at 3211A Caro- 
line street, told the police she had seen 
Mrs. Havener fire the shots. 

In a statement to the Magnolia police 
Mrs. Havener said she separated from 
her husband six months ago and Phelan 
was the cause of the separation. Since 
then, she says, Phelan has made hit 
home with her. Until three months 
ago they lived at 2922 Hickory street. 

Phelan, she said, went home about 

p. m. Wednesday and they quvar- 
reled. Asked as to the cause of the 
quarrel, she said: ‘‘Well, you can say 
it was about a board bDill.”’ She said 
Phelan struck her with his fist, knock- 
ing her down. 

Pursues Policeman With Pistol. 

She took a revolver from a dreaser 
drawer and chased him from the house. 
As he ran through the lot in the rear 
of the house, she fred three shots at 
him, 

It was at first reported in the neigh- 
borhood that Phelan returned the shots, 
but. Mrs. Havener denied this. 

After the shooting, Mrs. Havener wen: 
into the house. A few minutes late: 
Patrolman Sickhaus went there to arrest 
her. She took a revolver from her 
waist and ran him out of the house. 
Then she locked the doors and the seig2 
was on. 

A crowd gathered about the house and 
watched several policemen attempt to 
parley with Mrs. Havener. Occasionally 
she would appear at the front window 
and display the revolver. 

Inspector McDonnell and Capt. Me-

joined the beseiging forces about 8:3) 
p. m. 

Phelan Makes No Explanation, 
Mrs. Havener told them she would 
surrender if they would send for her 
sister. This was done and the siege was 
ended. 

After his suspension Phelan refused to 
make a statement for publication. 

“I only want to say that I didn’t shoot 
at that woman,” he said. He has been 
on the police force since March 4, 1912.

ah , binations which affect the public interest, by Fed- 
eral and state trade commissions. This is in 
effect the Roosevelt-Perkins plan of regulated 
monopolies which was fought down in the recent 
presidential campaign. 

Under Dr. Van Hise’s scheme combinations 
which become great enough to control prices would 
not be designated as menacing private monopolies, 
but would be controlled in turn by the Govern- 
ment through commissions. 

The parallel which Dr. Van Hise draws between 
public utilities and ordinary corporations organ- 
ized for manufacturing and commercial purposes 
is not admissible. Public utilities are natural 
monopolies—quasi public servants—chartered and 
equipped with special powers and -privileges for 
public service. 

Monopoly in utilities is natural, economical and 
convenient and is easily subject to regulation for 
che public benefit. 

On the other hand, monopoly in productioh and 
trade is unnatural. It can only be created by 
artificial means—by discriminations and favors 
which work injustice. Fundamentally it is a men- 
ace to society and has always been recognized as 
such. 

Regulation of monopolized production and trade 
would put the Government into business and 
would put business into bondage. In order to reg- 
ulate business monopolies the Government would 
be compelled to go into partnership with the mo- 
nopolists and eventually regulate wages and 
prices. It would have to protect the regulated mo- 
nopolies against competition. It would thus de- 
termine the organization of business and the for- 
tunes of citizens. 

The question is merely whether business shall 
be free or bound; whether men shall be free to 
direct their own activities and profit by their 
own initiative, or be directed in their personal 
activities by governmental agents of legalized 
monopolies. In the end the Government would 
be controlled by its monopoly partners and we 
should have a form of capitalistic socialism which 
would be' intolerable.

DID WINSTON LOOP THE LOOP? 

It is now denied that Winston Churchill, first 
Lord of the British Admiralty, looped the loop in 
an aeroplane with aviator Gustave Hamil. It is 
denied, yes. But the news has gone forth all over 
the world. And it is proverbial that denials, in 
cases of this kind, never catch up with or correct 
the original news. 

Winston Churchill, first Lord of the British Ad- 
mirality, for all practical purposes, in the minds 
of millions of newspaper readers, has looped the 
loop half a dozen times. And it is a loop that 
will not be unlooped. It is certain that he has 
qualified as a licensed aviator, and no doubt is 
fully capable of looping the loop as many times as 
may be necessary. 

The probability is that the story will grow in 
telling. Hon. Winston Churchill, a top-line Brit- 
ish aristocrat, blue-blooded and hich-browed, with 
half a dozen old estates and ghost-haunted castles, 
looped the loop a dozen times, in the first flying 
hattleship, over the Tower of London, in spite of 
the King’s protest. So does fame grow.

SOME CURIOUS ACCIDENT FIGURBS. 

An interesting and reassuring classification of 
accident statistics has been made under which 
it appears that 299 railroads operating 120,901 of 
the 242,885 total miles of road in this country 
did not have a single fatality to a passenger dur- 
ing 1915. 

This grouping cf roads is the more interesting 
from the fact that their 120,901 miles of road ex- 
ceeds the total mileage of the British Isles, Ger- 
many, France, Italy and Austria. Now, when ac- 
cident prevention is considered, our attention is 
very frequently directed to the fact that the entire 
national systems of some European countries, 
particularly the United Kingdom, are often operct- 
ed during an entire year with a similar lack of a 
single fatality to a »aesenger. 

What is the conclusion? Are we to deduce that 
the 120,901 miles of American toad on which no 


passenger was killed is operated with the same 


. 


miles of American road which did have fatalities 
to passengers in 1913? 

It is a little puzzling, but no doubt can exist as 
to the need for safety first precautions on all our 
mileage. We may be glad that such a grouping 
as that of the 299 roads with a clear record can 
be made. But the roads that did kill passengers 
killed them at wholesale—403 of them during 1913, 
or more than one a day. And the number of pas- 
sengers injured on all roads—on the 299 as well 
as others—was 16,539. 

Of passengers, employes, trespassers and others, 
American railroads killed 10,964 persons last year 
and injured 200,308—figures in which we have a 
mathematical expression of a national reproach 
and disgrace. 
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That there is too little of God Almighty and 
too much of science in our educational system 
is the affirmation that comes from Vice-President 
Marshall just when some had begun to suspect 
that there is too little of both. 
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‘*MORGAN’S MAN.’’ 

Former President Mellen of the New Haven 
describes himself as ‘““Morgan’s man.” In view of 
his own testimony concerning the place and its 
functions his pride in the appellation is amazing. 

As “Morgan’s man” Mr. Mellen assumed the 
moral and legal responsibilities of president while 
Mr. Morgan exercised its powers. The “man” was 
compelled to do, without question, what Mr. Mor- 
gan wanted done. The directors were of the 
same dummy kind. 

Now we know from the evidence and the re- 
sults in the New Haven case which is similar to 
other cases, that what Mr. Morgan wanted was 
the spoliation of the railroads for the benefit of 
bimself and his business associates. The interests 
of the stockholders and the public were over- 
looked. 

Mr. Morgan brooked no opposition, criticism or 
questioning from his corporation tools. He was 
a good master: that is to say, if they were obedi- 
ent and serviceable they were given high salaried 
places and fair shares of the spolis. 

The whole scheme of exploitation, which at one 
time was hailed as a marvel of a master of big 
business, is now laid bare. It was a sordid game 
cf money making with loaded dice. 
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PEACHES ON A GOOSEBERRY BUSH.

The gooseberry bush grows near a peach 
tree and six weeks ago a scattering >f pink 
blossoms appeared among the gooseberry 
bicomsa Mra. Scherlinger sent a spray to the 
State University and was informed that the 
bush was an English variety of gooseberry 
that sometimes bears pink blossoms, put she 
was not convinced. 

Finally the blooms disappeared and the fru'‘t 
began to develop. Now, as exhibit A, she has 
15 unmistakable peaches growing side by 
side with the berries. 

A miracle of love—and what a treasure of mor- 
als it offers; an instance of environment, a lesson 
in propinquity, a sermon on the keeping of good 
company. The radiant sweetness of the peach 
overcame the bitterness and pessimism of the 
gooseberry bush, enriched and blessed its exist- 
ence. The human analogies are clear and strong.

We don't object to addressing a monarch as 
“Your Majesty” for politeness. Their majesties 
should be equally careful of their manners, espe- 
cially when exchanging birthday felicitations with 
us. We are really prouder of our self-made pre- 
rogatives than any King could possibly be of his

MISSOURI AND THE SINGLE TAX. 

What we were afraid would happen 
the single tax issue in Missouri after 
the recent vote upon it has serenely 
bobbed up. Notwithstanding the ex- 
planation that the campaign of two 
years ago was mismanaged and that the 
question is not to be judged by what 
anybody sald or did at the time, Judge 
Wallace proposes to make it an issue in 
his race for the United States Senate.
